Place War Nurses 
In the department of nursing tbe 
fiscal year was one of transition from 
military to civil activities. 
As the 
Red Cross had assigned 20,000 grad­ 
uate nurses to war service 
the de­ 
partment of nursing fait responsible 
for their proper return to civilian life, 
and to this end has conducted a bu­ 
reau of information which has aided 
n placing at least 2,600 of those whe 
have sought its aid. 
In this connec­ 
tion, also, the Red Cross appropriated 
$16,000 for the establishment of
